Announcement. 


The Board of Trustees of the Homceopathic Medical College of 
Pennsylvania, in issuing their Annual Announcement, refer, with 
great satisfaction, to the evidences of its’ increasing prosperity. 

Under a new and more liberal Charter, including a Charter for 
a Hospital, obtained from the Legislature in 1864, the College was 
re-organized, and so announced itself. As a legal corporation, the 
present organization is, of course, not older than the Charter un-. 
der which it was organized. But we regard the Homeopathic 
College, under its different Charters, legally organized corporations, 
and individual teachers, as in a medical, although not in a legal 
point of view, the same Institution. 

Hence, all those who have been engaged as ‘paabiobe in this 
Medical School, and as physicians in its hospitals and dispensato- 
ries, as well as all those who have here graduated in Medicine, are 
still the friends and supporters of the Institution in which they 
have respectively taught and practised and studied. And with 
the present Announcement, we publish the first complete catalogue 
of the College, including the names of those who were the original 
Professors, and of all who have graduated here. The number of 
graduates of this school will be found to exceed that of the entire 
Homeopathic profession in Great Britain; while, among the names, 
will be found those of many who have distinguished themselves in 
the Homeopathic world. 

Both the Matriculating and the Graduations Classes of the Ses- 
sion of 1865-66, were more than double those of the year preceding. 
_ And there will be observed, among the lists of the attendants apon 





the College lectures, the names of many who had already graduated 
in other Medical Schools. Not a few of these physicians are known 


to have left important fields of labor, at a very considerable present 


pecuniary sacrifice to themselves, in order to review their former 
studies, and make themselves better acquainted with the principles 
and practice of pure Homeopathy. 

The Faculty of the College remains the same as during the last 
Session, with a single exception: Professor Pusey Wilson, whose 
long-continued ill health deprived him of the opportunity of de- 
livering his lectures, resigns the chair of Surgery, still retaining a 
strong interest in the welfare of the College. | 
The friends of our School will be pleased to learn that George I. 
Foote, M. D., of New York, has accepted the vacant chair of Sur- 
gery, and will devote his whole time and attention to the instruction 
_ of the Classes in this most important branch. A physician and sur- 
geon of ripe judgment and much experience, Professor Foote will 
teach, by precept and example, the Science and the Art of Homeo- 
pathic, Conservative and Operative Surgery; and in this depart- 
ment afford to the students of the College advantages superior to 
those to be found in any other medical school in the city. 

Arrangements have been made by which unusual opportunities 
for the study of Operative Surgery and Practical Anatomy, will be 


- furnished; and the expense of prosecuting the study of practical 


Anatomy, it is expected, will be rendered much less than before. 

‘As heretofore, the great aim of the Faculty will be to teach, in 
the most thorough manner, all the collateral branches of a com- 
plete Medical Education; and, at the same time, to explain and 
illustrate sound Homeeopathic principles, and their application to 
all the various departments of the Practice of Medicine, Surgery 
and Obsterics. | | : 

The Hospitals, the daily Dispensary, and the semi-weekly Cli- 
nics, attended already by a great number of patients, afford to the 
Classes ample opportunities for the study of the various forms of 
disease, and also for ocular illustration of the Homeopathic law 
of cure. ee: 

The hours reserved for the medical and surgical clinics are so 
arranged, as to permit the students to be also present at those held 
at the Pennsylvania and Philadelphia Hospitals, which latter Hos- 
pital is attended without charge.

The Surgical and Medical Clinics will open on the First of Sep- 
tember. Should application be made, the Anatomical Rooms vill 
also be opened on the First of September. 

The Introductory Address will be delivered by Professor Foote, 
on the evening of the second Monday in October; and the Course 
of Lectures will begin at nine o’clock the next morning. _

Legulations of the College, 
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Tue course of Lectures will begin annually on the second Mon- 
day in October, and end about the 1st of March ensuing. 

The fee for the course of lectures must be paid to the Dean, on 
matriculating, who will give the Matriculant the Full Ticket of the 


entire Faculty. | 
To constitute a full course, the Full Ticket must be taken by the 


first Monday in November, except in special cases. 


Students who have attended two full courses of instruction in 
this institution, shall be admitted to the subsequent courses of the 
College without further charge. | 

The Faculty shall have authority to consider and decide upon 
cases of special application for admission to the lectures. 

Students may become candidates for Graduation who have at- 
tended two full courses of instruction in this institution; or one 
course only, in case they have attended one or more full courses in 
another respectable Medical College. : 

A candidate for graduation must be at least twenty-one years of 
age, of good moral character, possessed of sufficient preliminary 
education, have applied himself to the study of medicine for three 
year, and have been the private pupil, for two years, of a respec- 
table practitioner of medicine; and must have attended at least one 
course of Practical Anatomy. ; 

The candidate, when applying for examination, must first exhibit 
his tickets to the Dean of the Faculty, or give other satisfactory 
evidence of having complied with the regulations. 

He must, on or before the 1st of February, deliver to the Dean 
of the Faculty an Essay or Thesis, in his own hand-writing, com- 
posed by himself, on some medical subject. At which time he will 
pay the fee of graduation. 3 | 

The Essay must be written on Thesis paper, of uniform size, 
every alternate page being blank. 
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~The examination for graduation will begin about the last of Feb- 


ruary, and the Commencement for conferrring the Degrees of the 


College will be held by a Special Mandamus of the Board of 


Trustees, as soon after the elose of the lectures as practicable. 

The examinations will be conducted in private by each professor, 
and the voting, in the case of every candidate, shall be by ballot. 

Special examinations may, with the consent of the Faculty, be 
held in particular cases. | 

In unsatisfactory cases, the candidate may, with the consent of 
the Faculty, avail himself of a second examination before the whole 
Faculty. 

Formal notice of each dnsistactory: examination shall be given by 
the Dean to the successful candidate, who shall record his name 
and address upon the register of graduates, with the title of his 
Thesis. 

The names of the successful candidates are to be reported by the 
Dean to the President of the College, who will communicate such 
report to the Board of Trustees, in order, that if approved by them 
their mandamus may be issued for conferring the degree. 

A successful candidate shall not be absent from the Commence- 
ment, without the permission of the Faculty. 

A Thesis may be published by the te permission of the 
Faculty being first obtained.
